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Reef China and f he Bomb 


The most notable thing about the latest 


atomic explosion by the Red Chinese is 
that once again the outside timetables 
must be revised. China has moved faster 
than either Russian or American observers 
thought likely. There is also the suspicion 
that Peking will soon be able to test its 
first hydrogen bomb. 


But China's nuclear capability and its 


limitations as compared with the abilities 
of the United States and the Soviet Union 
must be viewed in the light of its internal 
difficulties 
and its deteriorating foreign 


relations. Unlike the other three nations 
with 
nuclear 
power, 
China 
is 
not 


economically healthy. Conceivably it might 
want to use its weaponry to gam ricn areas 
or to use the threat for that purpose. 
While the United States, France and the 
Soviet Union are all sincerely trying to 
find some way to reduce the threat of a 
nuclear holocaust, Red Chinese leaders are 
claiming ambition to wipe out capitalism 
and what they call imperialism by any 
means at hand. 


But in reality this so far is merely like 


a Chinese New Year celebration with a lot 
of hideous masks made of paper and the 
sound of noisy fireworks. 
The turmoil 


within China which is sometimes described 
as almost a civil war makes any attempt to 
take over outside territory virtually an 
impossibility. Moreover China has a great 
deal of territory even for its massive 
population. And while its relations with 


other countries, except for a dwindling few 
like Albania and Cuba, can hardly be made 
worse, certainly any actual open territorial 
aggression would be extremely foolhardy. 
The only possible rationalization for such a 
move — either toward Taiwan or the 
Soviet Union — would be an effort to 
unite a fragmenting nation. 


But China's very instability makes its 


possession of nuclear capability that much 
more dangerous. The United States, France 
and the Soviet Union have too much to 
lose to use the bomb carelessly. The 
danger in 
China 
is 
that 
Communist 


leaders, besieged by their own Chinese 
critics, might use the bomb in seeking 
attack. It is a remote possibility but 
desperate men do desperate things. 


Observers say that thus far the Chinese 


have not shown the capability to deliver an 
atomic device but that is only a matter of 
time even if their planes are 
outmoded. 


The American bombers which dropped the 
bomb on Hiroshima and Nagasaki are out 
of date but they did the job. 


At this stage it seems impossible to 


find any platform 
on which to deal 


rationally with the Red Chinese leaders. 
And while this is the result of our 
mistaken policy of trying to pretend that 
the Red Chinese do not exist, recognizing 
our errors does not noticeably help in 
rectifying them. As long as there are 
American troops in force in Vietnam there 
seems to be little chance of finding any 
way to talk to the Chinese. 


The Wasted Job Hunters 


One 
of 
the 
incongruities 
of 
the 


economic boom in Wisconsin, as probably 
in the rest of the country, is the fact that 
employers in many localities are vainly 
seeking workers while there remain more 
than 50,000 of our neighbors who are 
officially classified as unemployed. 


The explanation, of course, is that there 


are manpower shortages in those factories 
and other enterprises that must have 
employes of special skills, and that the 
bulk of the unemployed whose energies 
are 
being wasted are 
unskilled and 


untrained. 


It is such an unfortunately contradic- 


tory state of affairs that doubtless has 
influenced 
legislators, 
schoolmen, 
and 


others to urge that the new vocational 
education redistricting law be advanced 
and made effective in 1968, rather than in 
1970, as the legislature provided when it 
enacted that farsighted program two years 
ago. We are aware that the planning for 
the basic reorganization of the vocational 
school system is not yet 
completed, 


encouraging as the progress thus far has 
been. There will be problems and obstacles 
when local governments confront 
the 


problems of organizing the new districts, 
providing for their budgets, manning the 
central schools and the outlying branches, 
and executing the considerable program of 
building construction that will follow. 


Notwithstanding, a 1968 effective date 


will provide nearly two years for the most 


laggard counties, and for the resolution of 
the most difficult of the district organiza- 
tion situations, which should be ample if 
the mandate of the law is accepted in good 
faith. Almost surely many of the counties 
will act long before that deadline, as is 
their right under the statute. The 1970 
deadline is precisely that. There is nothing 
in the law to prevent earlier implementa- 
tion, and there are plentiful indications 
that most of the counties in this section of 
the state, for example, 
are ready to 


proceed promptly. 


The state division of economic develop- 


ment is sending state-financed advertising 
throughout the country listing Wisconsin's 
economic advantages for prospective in- 
dustrial migrants. Given heavy emphasis in 
such promotion is the state's high quality 
labor force, derived in substantial degree 
from the fact that Wisconsin has long had 
a progressive system 
of city-operated 


vocational schools. We have no quarrel 
.with, that boast, which is correct as fax as 
it goes. Yet there are thousands of 
Wisconsin young men and women who live 
beyond the practicable service boundaries 
of the urban-oriented schools of today. The 
significant purpose of the reorganization 
act is to equalize such opportunities, and 
to spread the burden of providing them. It 
is one of the epochal educational acts of 
our times. It will do more to assure a 
prosperous and stable economy in our 
state in future decades than any other 
legislation recently enacted. 


Progress Comes Hard in Brazil 


The Alliance For Progress program, in 


which Latin American states are supposed 
to come up with matching funds as well as 
social and economic reforms to qualify for 
American dollars, is running into difficul- 
ties. Major reasons are the continued 
upward surge in population and inflation- 
ary trends. 


Efforts in Brazil to reduce the number 


of illiterates in that nation's northeast 
section are running behind. The emphasis 
was to be on primary education since more 
than half the adults were illiterate. But 
although some 70 per cent of the funds 
earmarked for the project have been 
spent, only 20 per cent of the planned 
construction has been achieved. The area 
will not have all its 7 to 11 year old 
youngsters in school by 1970 as was 
promised. While some 283,000 of the 
443,000 youngsters in one province are not 
now in school, by 1970 the number of all 
such children will have jumped to 890.000 
which would require at least twice the 
current investment in public spending for 


buildings. At the same time the govern- 
ment has been able to raise only about two- 
thirds of what was promised and that two- 
thirds is now worth less than half as much 
as it was when proposed. There were 
supposed 
to 
be 
more 
than 
15,000 


classrooms constructed but only 1,900 have 
been completed and some of them were so 
poorly built that their roofs fell in. Just 
since 1963 the costs of construction have 
risen six times over. 


The 
double 
pressure of jumps in 


population and construction costs makes it 
likely 
that 
education 
will 
be 
going 


backward in Brazil rather than making any 
advances. But there is one encouraging 
statistic. Almost 8,000 teachers have been 
trained under the program and teachers 
are far more important to education 
anytime and anywhere than are buildings. 


Certainly the problems of implement- 


ing the Alliance For Progress are bound to 
come up again in Congress when foreign 
aid is up for discussion. At this stage the 
program is not an overwhelming success.
